coin. The offer was made contingent 
on the second party casting his vote 
for the Silver party and in the event of 
the success of the Silver party in this 
county at the polls to-morrow, the 
voter was to return and receive ten 
dollars additional. 


"The second party refused to accept 


the money und left the premises." 


Further on in the article appears the 


following: 


"The Justice of the Peace and Chair- 


man James are both out of town, but 
the warrants will be issuer] immediately 
on the return of the former." 


There are several things in connec- 


tion with this affair which will not 
escape the public attention. 


First, that the alleged attempt was 


made a week ago, white the warrant is 
only sworn out late oa the eve of elec- 
rioo and at a time when Mr. James is

Second, that no name is published of 


the person whose vote was attempted 
co be purchased. 


Third, that the tnau swearing out the 


.variant is a disappointed office seeker, 
a/iviug failed through Senator Stew- 
art's efforts to obtain the position of 
Nevada Land Agent at Washington. 


Fourth, that rhis action will occasion

Judge Rising Dead. 


A San Francisco telegram announces 


t he sudden death of Judge Richard Ris- 
ing in that city at 1 o'clock p. u. on 
Sunday, presumably from appoplexy, 
to which be was constitutionally pre- 
disposed. 


The name of Judge Rising wua as a 


hofljhold word in the judicial and so- 
cial history of Nevada from the earli- 
est days—familiar as the croppiugs of 
of the old Comstook lode, Everybody 
knew him kindly and well, and in the 
early litigation of the numerous min- 
ing claims at Virginia City, be was as- 
sociated with other prominent mem- 
tier a of the bar and bench in the adjud- 
ication of the most important conflict- 
ing interests. 


Later on be was chosen District 


Judge and stood highest of any in the 
judicial correctness of his decisions, 
including many cases where valuable 
property interests an well as life and 
death were at stake. Indeed the rec- 
ords of the Supreme Court show very 
tew of his decisions ever reversed. 


So scrupulous was he in the matter 


of clear-headed judgment, that be 
never would bold court unless be felt 
perfectly competent to preside, and for 
that reason on many occasions be de- 
liberately adjourned court and took a 
trip over the railroad, returning when 
he felt equal to the judicial emergency 
presented. Very naturally fault was 
found with him in that respect, yet 
term after term he was re-elected with- 
out opposition, even those finding the 
most fnult with his conduct still pre- 
ferring to submit their oases to him for 
decision. Six yeard ago be retired with 
his family to San Francisco, where he 
has since made his home. 


Few men had warmer and more truly 


appreciative friends and fewer enemies 
than. Judge Rising, and whatever may 
have been his shortcomings among his 
fellowmeu, all will be adjudicated for- 
ever in the Supreme Court to which be 
has taken bis final appeal.

General Clarke found him- 
self a little handicapped"1 in endeavor- 
ing to make a free silver speech inas- 
much as six years ago he published a 
gold bng speech which was Bent all 
over the State in aid of Grover Cleve- 
land. As he has long been known in 
and out of his party aa an advocate of

bearers 


readily forgave him for the many 
errors made by him during the course 
of hia address. The General, however, 
did not consume much time in an ar- 
gument of the* 
1 silver question, but de- 


voted most of hia time to a denuncia- 
tion of Senator Stewart. 


The General had an opportunity to 


have made a strong speech in support 
of true democratic principles, but he 
chose rather to devote his attention to 
a repetition of some of the charges 
against Stewart which have been ex- 
posed ia the JOURNAL so thoroughly, 
that the General's statement can have 
no effect with thinking men who have 
taken tne trouble to inform themselves 
of the true facts.
